nople, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, October 4— The Ar- 


menian Church in Constantinople and 
other churches in different parts of tbe 
Turkish Capitol are still crowded with 
refugees. There are nearly 5,000 Ar- 
menians in the Patriarchate Charch 
alone. The scenes in the church are 
heart-rendering in the extreme,. Many 
women and children are bewailing the 
loss of their husbands and fathers. 
The Armenians declare that the Turk- 
ish mob committed the most tenible 
excesses in the Earagbiomkuk quaiter 
of Constantinople during the night of 
Monday, when rioting first broke out.

It is stated positively that be 
was not within twenty miles of the 
scene of the shooting at the time it 
occurred. 


It appears that there was an ill feel- 


ing between the cowboys on two cattle 
ranches in Bound Valley. The men 
from one of the ranches metLittlefleld, 
who was employed on the other ranch, 
and shot several bullets into his body. 
They then took the dying man and sus- 
pended him by tho neck from an ad- 
jacent tree to make it appear that he 
had been lynched. It is probable that 
the participants in this murderous 
affair will be brought to justice. There 
were only a few persons engaged in it 
and they deaarve the extreme penalty 
of the law.

will bud, form leaves, bloom and be^r 
fruit, while the roots of the tree are 
outside and imbedded in frozen soil. 


If the water or sap must all come 


'rom the soil through the roots, how 
can those vegetable doctors account 
;or the case above cited? Water and 
sap cannot raise through soil and roots 
[hat are frozen, and in the case cited 
the water to supply the growth of buds, 
leaves, blossoms and fruit must have 
been taken in through the air. If the 
water is gathered from the atmosphere 
and in through the buds and leaves in 
one case, the same must apply to all 
cases. 


Draw a wire tightly around the body 


or limb ot a tree or shrub, fasten and 
leave it there. The tree will continue 
to grow above the wire, but not below 
it. If the sap goes up in vegetation 
this would be reversed and the growth 
would continue below the wire.
